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SUBJECT: SAHARA WATCH: MOROCCAN AND ALGERIAN COMMENTS 

1 . MOROCCAN CHARGE IN NOUAKCHOTT DISCUSSED LIBYAN INVOLVEMENT 
IN WESTERN SAHARA WITH EMBOFF APRIL 21. CHARGE CLAIMED 
MOROCCO IS AWARE OF ALL LIBYAN ACTIVITIES WHICH DEAL WITH 
SAHARA QUESTION. HE ARGUED THAT BY PROVIDING POLISARIO 
WITH MODEST QUANTITY OF ARMS THROUGH ALGERIA, LIBYA IS 
DOING MINIMUM NECESSARY FOR POLITICAL REASONS BUT NO 
MORE. MOROCCO CAN LIVE WITH CURRENT LIBYAN POLICY BECAUSE 
IT DOES NOT INTRODUCE SIGNIFICANT FACTOR INTO SAHAR AEQUA- 
TION AND ALL PARTIES CONCERNED, INCLUDING ALGERIA, UNDER- 
STAND THIS POINT. HE SAID LIBYAN RESTRAINT IS DUE TO TWO 
FACTORS: (A) ABILITY OF MAURITANIAN FOREIGN MINISTER 
MOUKNASS TO PLAY ON QADHAFIJRS OBSESSION WITH "PURITY" 

OF MAURITANIAN ISLAMIC CULTURE AND (B) LIBYA'S RECOG- 
NITION THAT MOROCCO HAS THE "PROFESSIONALS" TO RESPOND 
IN KIND TO ANY LIBYAN ADVENTURES IN MOROCCO AND MAURI- 
TANIA. CHARGE WAS NOT CONCERNED ABOUT ACTIVITIES OF 
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LIBYAN EMBASSY INMYAURITANIA. HE EMPHASIZED THAT MO- 
ROCCANS COULD AND WOULD MATCH ANYTHING LIBYANS MIGHT DO 
HERE WITH MOROCCAN "PROFESSIONALS" ALREADY IN NOUAXKHOTTM 
HE EXPECTS THAT LIBYA WILL CONTINUE ITS MODEST SUPPORT FOR 
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POLISARIO WHILE MAKING A CONSCIOUS EFFORT TO LIMIT THE 
LEVEL OF ARMS SO THAT THE WEAPONS DO NOT PLAY A CRUCIAL ROLE. 

2. ALGERIAN DIPLOMAT RECENTLY TOLD EMBOFF THAT ON APRIL 20 
ALGIERS INSTRUCTED ALGERIAN OFFICIALS IN MAURITANIA TO 
PROVIDE AIR TICKETS TO ALGERIA FOR ALL ALGERIAN TECHNICIANS 
WORKING IN MAURITANIA WHO ARE FUNDED BY GOA. ALGERIAN 
OFFICIALS SUBSEQUENTLY TICKETED ALL TECHNICIANS FOR 
ALGIERS VIA DAKAR. THEY WILL DEPART IN SEVERAL GROUPS 
RATHER THAN ALL AT THE SAME TIME. ILUEACH CASE, 

NIGERIAN EMBASSY, WHICH HAS BEEN SELECTED TO HANDLE 
ALGERIAN INTERESTS, WILL FACILITATE DEPARTURE AT 
AIRPORT. THE ONLY ALGERIANS WHO WILL REMAIN IN MAU- 
RITANIA ARE THOSE EMPLOYED IN PRIVATE SECTOR OR WHOSE 
SALARIES ARE PAID BY GIRM. AFTER TECHNICIANS HAVE 
DEPARTED, REMAINING STAFF OF FORMER ALGERIAN EMBASSY 
WILL LEAVE. THIS OFTEN POSTPONED DEPARTURE SHOULD BE 
COMPLETED BY NEXT WEEK.HJ DYSIDE 
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
